FROM THE 
PASTOR’S DESK 

Jesus was born into a Holy Family, not a storybook 
family. Today, pray for married couples and for 
parents, who strive to remain faithful to their 
commitments in a changing and challenging world. 
(Luke 2:41-52) 

SPARKS FROM MARK: 

Last weekend Deacon Walt Wilson preached 
on the Feast of Holy Family, telling us some 
wonderful stories of his family growing up 
through the eyes and heart of his mother. He 
also shared about what it means for us to be a 
parish-a church family here at OLBH. 

I believe that one of the most profound wavs 
that we become a parish family is through our 
weekly celebration of the Eucharist, as we hear 
in the Documents of Vatican II, the Eucharist is 
the "source and summit" of our lives. We gather 
to offer the Eucharist together, again bringing 
the very fabric of our lives together as a 
community of faith. 

The changes that we have made in 
implementing the GIRM, especially the 
communion procession at least for me has 
brought new insights in what it means to be a 
community of faith, sharing the brokenness of 
who we are as we come forward together a 
parish family to be fed at the table of the 
Eucharist. 

We as Catholics are very ritual in the way we 
celebrate the Liturgy in our lives. We use all of 
our senses, plus postures and gestures in our 
Liturgy that helps to connect and unite us with 
the Divine in our lives that is our God, Father, 
Son and Spirit. The communion procession is 
the way that we ritualize as a community of 
faith our belief in the "Real Presence" of the 
Jesus in Eucharist. We come forward, moving 
in the form of a procession to receive the Risen 
Jesus, his Body, Soul and Divinity into our 
lives. The communion procession highlights for 
us that we are indeed a pilgrim people who are 
on a journey, moving toward the Heavenly 
Jerusalem. 

The change for us at OLBH in the communion 
procession of standing until all have received 
Jesus in the Eucharist and the Eucharist is 
repose in the tabernacle helps us to see that in 
deed we are in this together and that we need 
one another in our lives. 

As we have made the changes with the 
GIRM . in particular with our communion 
procession I have come to a greater appreciation 
the communion hymn which becomes our 
cooperate or community prayer of thanksgiving 
as members of the Body of Christ. Also, I am 
much more aware of the need and the 



importance of the prolonged moment of silence 
after communion that is after all have received. 
It has become for me a profound moment of 
grace as I express my own gratitude and 
thanksgiving the presence of Jesus in my life, 
who continually calls me to new and more 
abundant life.

"the star at its rising" (Matthew) all names for 
the same thing? Is it possible to provide a better 
description?

They name 
him Wonder-Counselor, God-Hero, Father- 
Forever, Prince of Peace. His dominion is vast 
and forever peaceful, (Isaiah 9:6)
